that th e bogey of B ry a n t rn is being dis­ 
solved by certain 
unusual 
circum stances 
more rapidly- than might have been expect­ 
ed. 


One of those circum stances I* recognition 
of silver's Im portance as both a cause of 
worldwide depression mid rn a palliative for 
the condition. 
For the* first tim e in a gen 
eration the re is a tendency to examine* sil­ 
ver a position ss part of the* m onetary base 
with Intelligent sym pathy. 
Domestic prejudice, still a potent factor 
In the eastern part of the Unite**! States, 
is being forced to yield territory to in ter­ 
national 
considerations. 
Recognition 
of 
silver's ability to bo of g reater service than 
It has be*en perm itted to have hitherto is 
being forced on public InteUige'nre by re­ 
cent events. 
Silver Is gaining respectabil­ 
ity.

Know What You’re Drinking 
T he Ohio pure food and drug law defines 
legal whisky as that which has been aged 
four years and bottled in bond. 
The slate 
has bumped Into this definition in Its first 
attem pt to adm inister Its new liquor con- 
trcd law. 


E nforcem ent of the law would m ake sale 
of legal whisky impossible at a price w ith­ 
in reach of the ordinary pocketbook. 
In 
other state's It Is possible to supply the de- 
maud for legal whisky by blending aged 
whisky with unaged whisky. 
This Imposes a problem of proper label­ 
ing. 
The Ohio liquor commission recognis­ 
ed the problem Thursday, Independently of 
the pure* food and drug law, by dem anding 
that drug stores selling whisky under tem ­ 
porary perm its analyse it aud label it ac­ 
curately for the consum ers benefit. 
Though the consum er hasn t been curious 
atxiut the content of bootleg whisky, he 
has a right to know what Is in the legal 
product he buys. 
If It Is described as aged, 
bornyl whisky, It should be exactly like 
that, 
lf It is blended, he should know the 
proportions, lf it Is adulterated, he should 
know what m aterials were used. 
Here is 
a tough 
problem. 
Tho liquor 
commiSHlon has Issued sn ultim atum 
to 
druggists and asked police cooperation to 
enforce it. 
It m eans th at drug stores m ust 
determ ine w hat Is In the whisky they sell 
sud describe their findings on each boule 
whose trade label falls to given an nde- 
quate description. 
It Is properly a Job for the federal gov­ 
ernm ent to handle through IU delegated 
powers over 
Interstate 
commerce. 
Con­ 
fusion cannot be cleared up at once, al- 
hough the liquor commission is to com­ 
mended for showing its intolerance of fraud­ 
ulent products which threaten to discredit 
legal whisky unless they are forced off the 
market. 


Preventive Medicine 
The temporary 
plan 
for guarantee of 
bank deposits bt com* r an effective part of 
the new deal next Tuesday. 
It provides 
full insurance for ail depositors having up 
to 22.500 in their Accounts. 
In most banks, 
this means insurance for more than 90 per­ 
cent of their patrons. 


The plan Is one of the products of tho 
banking uncertainty which reached a climax 
last March after depositors’ confidence had 
been toppled 
by 
virtual 
collapse of the 
banking system. 
To be understood now it 
m ust be considered in connection with its 
origin. 
>. 


Banking confidente 
had 
been dam aged 
by the closing of many banks. W hen dis­ 
trust reached such great proportions that 
all b&nkiug operations were suspended by 
presidential order, to separate sound from 
unsound institutions, there developed a fear 
th at confidence could not be repaired with­ 
out some form of deposit insurance. 
The proposal for insurance, however, be­ 
cam e involved in a congressional deadlock. 
W hen it emerged, it had been reduced to a 
compromise. 
A tem porary guarantee plan 
would go into effect beginning with 1934 
and would last until the first of July. Par­ 
ticipation was m andatory upon federal re­ 
serve banks and optional for others. 
Later, a perm anent plan would go into 
effect. 
U ltim ately, 
its 
operation 
would 
force all banks w anting deposit insurance 
into tho federal reserve system . 
The per­ 
m anent plan, m oreover,’ provided Insurance 
for large deposits and would be, therefore,

wealth Is ferreted out and pursued by tax- 
gatherers. 
Opportunity 
is not the legiti­ 
m ate prey of the first man to seize It, but 
belongs to the group. 
These things may be sound. 
Yet. they 
come into conflict constantly w ith the old 
precepts. 
A new national creed is growing 
up without a bandhook setting forth its dic­ 
tates. 
Under 
sim ilar 
circum stances 
in 
Russia, the governm ent caused to be pub­ 
lished a prim er of wss- ntlal inform ation. 
There is a great opportunity for another 
Benjam in Franklin to tell A m ericans why 
the first one was wrong. 
A best seller 
would be his rew ard for success.

Jesus Prayed— But Not in Vain 
in 


Today we are to learn of one of 
Jesus’ miracles, that of raising the 
daughter of Jairus from the dead. 
This is one of the three miracles in 
which Jesus raised the dead, *show- 
ing His Miraculous power and justi­ 
fying His Messianic claims. 
Christ has just cast out the ‘evil or 
unclean spirits’ from the man who 
called himself ‘Legion,’ which was to 
imply that there were many who suf­ 
fered as he did. The owners of the 
herd of swine, into which the ‘un­ 
clean spirits’ had gone, begged Jesus 
to depart, before they wrere all lost. 
As Jesus is coming ashore He is ap­ 
proached by Jairus, a ruler of the 
synagogue. 


A 
ruler 
of the synagogue, was 
neither a preacher or a pastor, but 
one who presided at the services and 
selected the persons, from the con­ 
gregation, who w ere to read the scrip­ 
tures and address the congregation. 
This ruler told Jesus, his little daugh­ 
ter was at the point of death. 
Jesus started to Jairus’ home, to 


help the child. Soon a multitude was 
following Him. Jesus drew people to 
Himself just as a magnet attracts. On 
the way, His garment is touched by a 
woman, who had ‘an issue of blood’, 
which we learn is chronic hemor­ 
rhage. She had great faith in the Di­ 
vine Physician healing her. 
While He stops for a few minutes 
to talk to this w oman, someone comes 
from Jairus’ home and tells him his 
daughter is dead, and that now' there 
is no need to trouble the Master fur­ 
ther. 
Jesus used this miracle of healing 
the woman, to impress upon the grief 
stricken father the need of faith. He 
also charged those gathered about in 
this place, ‘that no man should know’ 
it,’ that He had risen Jarius’ daugh­ 
ter from the dead. A further proof 
that Jesus motive in these merciful 
deeds was compassion on the suffer­ 
ing humanity and 
not 
a desire to 
bring attention to himself as a healer.
